TO 

Confirm certain Provisional Orders of tlie Local Government 
Board for Ireland relating to the Urban Districts of 
Monaghan and Blackrock the Rural District of Newiy 
(No. 1) and the Newry Port Sanitary Authority. 

W HEREAS the Local Government Board for Ireland (herein- 
after referred to as “the Local Government Board”) have 
made the Provisional Orders set out in Schedules A. C. and D. 
hereto under the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1907 and 
5 the Provisional Order set out in Schedule B. hereto under those 
Acts and the Local Government (Ireland) Act 1898: 

And whereas it is requisite that the said Orders should be 
confirmed by Parliament and that the provisions herein contained 
should be enacted with reference to those Orders: 

10 Be it therefore enacted by the Ring’s most Excellent Majesty 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal and Commons in this present Parliament assembled 
and by the authority of the same as follows :— 

1. The Orders set out in the schedules hereto are hereby 
15 confirmed and all the provisions thereof shall have full validity 
and force. 

2. The sanitary authorities mentioned in the Orders relating 
to Monaghan Blackrock and the Newry Port Sanitary Authority 
hereby confirmed shall not under the powers of those Orders 
20 purchase or acquire in any urban district any house which on 
the fifteenth clay of December last was occupied either wholly or 
partially by thirty or more persons belonging to tbe working class 
as tenants or lodgers or except with the consent of the Local 
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Government Board any house which was not so occupied on 
the said fifteenth day of December hut has been or shall be 
subsequently so occupied. 

If any of the said authorities acquire or appropriate any 
house or houses for the purposes of the Order relating to 5 
their district in contravention of the foregoing provisions they 
shall lie liable to a penalty of five hundred pounds in respect 
of every such house which penalty shall be recoverable by the 
Local Government Board by action in the High Court and shall 
be carried to and form part of the Consolidated Pund of the 10 
United Kingdom Provided that the Court may if it think fit 
reduce such penalty. 

Por the piu-poses of this section the expression “house” 
means any house or part of a house occupied as a separate 
dwelling and the expression “ working class ” means mechanics 15 
artizans labourers and others working for wages hawkers coster- 
mongers persons not working for wages but working at some 
trade or handicraft without employing others except members 
of their own families and persons other than domestic servants 
whose income does not exceed an average of thirty shillings a 20 
week and the families of any of such persons who may be 
residing with them. 

3. This Act may he cited as the Local Government Board 
(Ireland) Provisional Orders Confirmation (No. 2) Act 1912,

NEWRY PORT SANITARY AUTHORITY. 

Provisional Order. 

WHEREAS the Port of Newiy is a port established for the purposes 
of the laws relating to the Customs of the United Kingdom : 5 

And whereas each of the county districts named in the first 
column of the schedule hereto is a sanitary district and the council 
of each of the said districts is a sanitary authority having jurisdiction 
within the part of the said port herein-after described : 

And whereas after inquiry it appears proper to Ub the Local 10 
Government Board for Ireland (in this Order referred to as the Local 
Government Board) that a port sanitary authority of the part of the 
said port herein-after described should be constituted by the formation 
of a joint board consisting of representative members of all of the 
said sanitary authorities (in this Order referred to as “ component 15 
authorities ”) : 

Now therefore We the "Local Government Board in pursuance of 
the powers given to Us by section 9 of the Public Health (Ireland) 

Act 1896 and of all other powers enabling Us in that behalf do hereby 
order that from and after the date of the Act confirming this Order 20 
the following provisions shall have effect that is to say : — 

1. A joint board shall be formed as herein-after mentioned and 
shall be permanently constituted the port sanitary authority for the 
part of the said port of Newry herein-after described. 

2. The joint board shall be a body corporate by the name of 25 
“The Newry Port Sanitary Authority” and shall have a perpetual 
succession and a common seal and shall consist of twenty members 

to be elected by the respective component authorities from among the 
persons who at the time of such election are members of their bodies 
and the said authorities shall elect respectively the number of members 30 
specified in the second column of the schedule hereto. 

3. The first election of members of the joint board shall in the 
case of each component authority take place at a duly convened 
meeting of the authority held within three months after the date of 
the Act confirming this Order or within such further time as the 35 
Local Government Board may allow. 

4. The clerk to each of the component authorities shall notify in 
writing to the Local Government Board within seven days after such 
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first election lias taken place the name address and occupation of A.D. 1912. 
each person elected by such authority as a member of the joint board. 27ewry~Port 

5 . The several members of the joint board shall go out of office Dateofcom- 
and their successors shall come into office on the first day of April in 
5 each year Provided that the members of the joint board elected at 
ill© first election shall subject to the provisions of this Order continue 
in office until the first day of April one thousand nine hundred and 
fourteen The election in the year one thousand nine hundred and 
fourteen and in each succeeding year of members for the ensuing

7. On a casual vacancy occurring on the joint board by reason Casual 
of the death resignation disqualification or absence of a member the vacancies.
